THE END OF THE BILL REACHED 


numerous Important Items Passed 


Over Will Now Receive 


Consideration. 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—Theeenato to- 


•day completed the wool sctiedulo, the 
Bilk euhedule and the tobacco uohedule 
of tbo tariff bill, and with this accom- 
plished the tariff leadera had the tmtie- 
faction of knowing that all the uchud- 
ulefl of the bill aud tho free lint had been 
gone over once. Thero now nmiaius 
only to go through tho bill a Becimd 
time, passing on the items passed over. 
Theae arc very numeroua and important, 
including hidea, gloves, coal, tea and 
beer. After that the internal revenue 
features will be all that remains. Prog- 
ress was rapid today, although every 
paragraph relating to carpets waa stub- 
bornly contested. 


Paragraph 371, Saxony, Wilton and 


Tou may velvet carpels, was agreed to 
with aa increased specific duty from 60 
to 62 cents per yard, the ad valorem be- 
ing left at 40 per cent. 
In paragraph 372, BruBBeiB carpets, 


figured or plain, the specific duty was 
increased from 44 to 45 centa per square 
yurd, with 40 per ceiit ad valorem in ad- 
dition. 
Mr. Vest criticised the rates, saying it 


waa the evident purpose to prohibit tue 
importation ol cheap mattings aud cheap 
carpets, thus making it impossible for a 
poor man to cover his Hours except with 
higher priced American carpets, 


Mr, Ailieon answered briefly that the 


duties were imposed ua a compensation 
for the increased duties 011 raw wool.

try, tlio specific duty was increased 
Irom 40 to 4f centa pur eiiuaro yard, 
with 40 pur cent ad valorem in addition, 
Mr. Veal again moved to strike out the 
specific rate. This drew a brief but 
emphatic protest from Mr. Tillman of 
South Carolina. He dialiked to differ 


tnuaiiB committee that ho would favor a 
duty of 100 per cent if iicceBBary to pre- 
yentits importation. 


Mr. Hawley of Connecticut said other 


Btatee than Connecticut woro intereetBd 
in the industry of wrappor tobacco. 
Thero was no desire to exclude Sumatra 
tobacco, but to give adequate protection 
against Uio labor rate of Sumatra of 
about 10 ceata a day. 


Mr. I'uscoe of Florida expressed satis- 


faction with the proposed rates and 
said that aa tobacco was t've recognized 
eubject ol revenue taxation he would 
support the rates. 


Mr. Mills of Texas declared that tho 


smoking of a good cigar had become a 
lost art in the United States BB a result 
of the enormous and unconscionable 
taxation on cigars, These taxee, CUB- 
tome and internal reveuue, had driven 
amall makers out of the business, until 1 
the trade was in the hands of tho great 
concerns. He insisted that tobacco was 
not a luxury, but waa an article of com- 
mon neo to be found in the humblest 
cabin. 
Paragraph 210 waa then agreed to aa 


-reported, with, the changes indicated, 
also paragraph 211, 


In paragraph 212, including all to- 


bacco not otherwise provided for, the 
committee rate of -10 cents per pound 
was increased to 55 cents per pound. A 
similar increase from 40 to 53 centa per 
pound was made oti snuff, etc., (213). 
This completed the tobacco schedule. 


Hale'e resolution relative to restrict-

ercised over the recent decision In t^e 
case of P. W. Murphy va. the city of 
3an Luis Obispo, rendered by the su- 
preme court. The opinion, written by 
Qommieeoner Cbipmau, holds the words 
"payable in gold coin, or lawful money 
of the United States" are essential, and 
that a municipality or other public cor- 
poration cannot elect to leave out the 
words "or lawful money" and use only 
'gold coin of the United States" in pre- 
scribing how the bonds ebould be re- 
deemed. The effect ol tbia decision 
will be to prevent the sale of any 
municipal bonda unless the decision be 
reversed, or until the law IB adopted. 
The reason is that financial men anu 
money lending institutions will not pay
